It is your plan to get 
married at Dexter, as I——” (A portion 
of the letter is gone.) ——‘thought it 
was that wrote this letter to him threat- 
ening his life if he married you, but he 
may marry you if he wishes to, but 1 
shall never live to see the day, Louisa, 
I have loved you, but you have not 
loved me, though it is not my fault. I 
have told you before if you married 
anyone else I would go to hell, and I 
shall as quick as I can get there.

OVER THE ALPS BY RAIL. 
A New Electric Railroad Up the side of 
One of the Highest Peaka, - 

“There shall be no Alps,” said Na- 
poleon, and he dragged his army over 
them. Modern science has accom- 
plished the same annihilation. The 
new electric railroad up the side of 
Gornergrat, one of the highest peaks of 
the range, will be opened soon. ‘30 
elated is the engineer with his success 
that he is already planning to build a 
road up the steep ascent of Mont 
Blane, “the monarch of mountains.” 
The road up Gornergrat is 10 miles jong 
and rises by gradient of about one foot 
in five during most. of its aseent, 
reaching its highest point at Ryffelaip 
station. This is situated on the ridge, 
and is over 10,000 feet above the level 
of the sea, and lies between Findelen 
and Gorner glaciers. From Gornergrat 
the traveler has a view unrivaled 
throughout the Alps. It has long been 
a favorite excursion of Swiss travelers 
who ascended it by Zermatt by a mule 


path with comparative safety and com- 


fort. Beyond a foot path ascends al- 
most to the top, but its dangers and 
difficulties forbid its ascent to all but 
the most intrepid mountain climbers. 
The new road, however, brings it with- 
in the reach of all. Ryffelaip there 
overlooks the. entire Findelen valley 
and the treveler might be well satis- 
fied to return ty the way he came. 
However, the engineer has been even 
more considerate, By reversing the 
direction of his train he carries you 
right down into and through the valley, 
bringing you back by a beautiful cir- 
cuitous route to Zermatt. The trains 
will be driven by eleetricity generated 
from the torrent that flows from the 
Findelen glacier, a huge pipe down 
the mountain side carrying the water at 
a high pressure to the dynamos be- 


capable of developing 1,500 horse-pow- 
er, and the current will be conveyed by 
overhead wires to the motors attached 
to the carriages. The bridge across the 
Findelen is unique, as it is 164. feet 
above the river, or 16 feet higher than 
the bridge at Fribourg, hitherto the 


highest railway bridge in Switzerland. 


The electrical motors will drive on to a 

central cogged rail; between the. two 

ordinary rails, as the gradient is much 

too steep for the train to be driven by

ELECTRIC FORGE. 

Where Iron Is Heated by Being Sub 
merged Water, 3 

One of the astonishing things devel- 

oped through the introduction of elec- 

tricity into every-day affairs is a forge, 

made for bench use, for the heating of 


in 


Soldering irons or light pieces of metal 


for working on the anvil, where the 
heating is accomplished by plunging 


water. This curious forse is made as 
follows: The tank is of wood or of 
any other substance which will hold 


| water and not form an electrical con- 


ductor. One wire of the electric circuit 
passes to the bottom of the tank, where 
it is connected to a plate of metal 
which lies there. Over this plate, 
water, preferably saturated with salt, 
fills the tank nearly to the top and 
serves to conduct the current of what- 
ever object is to be heated.” Nothing 


could be better for this purpose, for the’ 


water naturally closes all about the ob- 
ject and fits it on every side, The 
other end of the eurrent-conducting 
wire is fastened to the tongs or led toa 
metal frame work at the edge cf the 
tank on which the tongs er the shank 
of a soldering iron lie when it is to be 
heated. The moment the object to be 
heated is plunged into the water a cur- 
rent passes from the water through the 


object, and at the same moment some 


of the water is decomposed by electro- 
lytic action. The nitrogen of the water 
becomes electrified and adheres to the 
object to be heated and forms a film of 
gas, which separates the object eom- 
‘pletely from the water, while at the 
same time this gas ferms such am ob- 
struction to the passage of the electric 
current that the energy of the current 
is turned into heat,

Speed of an Earthquake. 

The course which an earthquake runs 
is usually very rapid. From the in- 
stant when the first shock was felt at 
Lisbon to the period when all was 
over, and many thousands of people 
killed, not more than two minutes had 
elapsed. Usually from ten to thirty 
seconds elapse between the first and 
last shocks of severe earthquake. But 
this lightning speed is not always the 
earthquake's mode of traveling While 
Caracas, in Venezuela, was almost to 
tally destroyed and 12,000 people were 
killed in less than twenty seconds by 
the great shocks there many years 
back, there are cases in which con- 
Stantly recurring shocks have lasted 
for weeks. No matter how brief the 
span, the most frightful havoc can be 
wrought, and the wave of ‘destruction 
propagated from the most distant re 
gions. The rumbling. earth sound 
travels at the rate of about. 10,000 to 
11,000 feet per second, and the earth 
wave, on an average, about 1,200 feet 
in the same space of time.

ELECTRIC FORGR. 


Where Iron Is Heated by Sub 
in Water, 

One of the astonishing things devel- 
oped through the introduction of elec- 
tricity into every-day affairs is a forge, 
made for bench use, for the heating of 
soldering irons or light pieces of metal 
for working on the anvil. where the 
heating is accomplished by plunging 
the article to be heated inte a tray of 
water. This curious forge is made as 
follows: ‘The tank is of wood or of 
any other substance which will hold 
water and not form an electrical con- 
ductor. One wire of the electric circuit 
passes to the bottom of the tank, where 
it is connected to a plate of metal 
Which lies there. Over this plate, 
water, preferably saturated with salt, 
fills the tank nearly to the top and 
serves to conduct the current of what- 
ever object is to be heated. Nothing

water naturally closes all about the ob- 
ject and fits it øn every side, The 
other end of the eurrent-conducting 
wire is fastened to the tongs or led toa 
metal frame work at the edge cf the 
tank on which the tongs er the shank 
of a soldering iron lie when it is to be 
heated. The moment the object to be 
heated is plunged into the water a cur- 
rent passes from the water through the 
object, and at the same moment some 
of the water is decomposed by electro- 
lytic action. The nitrogen of the water 
becomes electrified and adheres to the 
| object to be heated and forms a film oF 
‘pletely from the water, while at the 
same time this gas forms such an ob- 
struction to the passage of the electric 
current that the energy of the current 
is turned into heat, 


Checking System Anplied to Babies. 

In some of the New York depart- 
ment stores babies can be checked like 
so many umbrellas, while their moth- 
ers pursue the elusive bargain from 
counter to counter. A small boy is de- 
tailed to stand guard over a certain 
number of infants. The small boys 
and the infants have not been asked 
for an opinion, but the mothers are 
enthusiastic in their approval. In 
Brooklyn the checking system as ap 
plied to babies has appeared in a new 
form. Brooklyn being recognized as 
the city of churches, the new develop- 
ment is naturally along the ecclesias- 
tical line. The Rev. Dr. Wiley of the 
Nostrand Avenue Methodist Episeopal 
church is the originator of the scheme. 
and the mothers are once more the 
gainers. A large room has been fitted 
up with hammocks and cribs, peram- 
bulators and toys. Here a volunteer 
committee of young women assembles 
every Sunday morning, and here the 
mothers, who would otherwise be kept 
at home, leave their babies, while they 
themselves attend the regular church 
service. The plan is a novel one, but 
promises, and deserves, to be popular.

Predicament of the Compiny of the 


Good Bark Zion, 

The German bark Zion, which ar- 
rived at this port Sunday from Fowey, 
England, brought a rather peculiar 
cargo. It consisted of 1,800 casks of 
china clay, but in addition there were 
On board 300 casks of arsenic. This 
part of the cargo had a remarkable ef- 
fect on the crew. The fact that arsenic 
as well as strychnine helps the forma- 
tion of adipose tissue when taken into 
the human system in minute particles 
is well known, and beth drugs have 
become favorite tonics for convales- 
cents. On-board the Zion the men 
slept near the large array of barrels 
containing the drug. ‘They were stor- 
ed in the hold, near the forecastle and 
partially exposed to the rays of the 
sun, which streamed in through th 
open hatch. When only about a week 
out from port one of the crew men- 
tioned ta his messma es that a peculiar 
and indeseribab!e cdor was coming 


from the casks containing the drug. 


It was not long afier their attention 
had. been called to it that they noticed 
the same thing, and, strange to say, 


noticed it aH the more forcibly a week 


later, Several of the German tars ne- 
came aware of the fact that they were 
filling out their clothes to a much 
greater extent than when they shipped. 
Many others, as days went by, became 
abnormally stout, in vast contrast to 
the former slim appearance which 
many of them presented before the 
land was left. One man gained, it is 
Said, twenty-five pounds, Others were 
affected ta a legs extent.

AS every medical 
man of any experience can testify, the 
attempt to burn a candle at both ends, 
one in the city and the other fifty or a 
hundred miles away at the seaside, has 
cut off many a valuable life in the 
flower of its maturing manhood.

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PERIL OF THE SUBURBANITeE. 


Why He Is So Frequently Completely 
Worn Out. . 

Of a truth black care, in the shape 
of some grim neurosis, sits ever close 
behind the city man, says the. Medical 
Press. The rush and hurry of mod- 
ern life, the fierce struggle for exist- 
ence, the unnatural condition of en- 


vironment all tend to exhaust and saps | 


the nervous constitution. Perhaps one 
of the chief, albeit not always- the best, 
recognized factors in the situation is 
the necessity of rapid and far-reaching 
transit. Every year the bulk of city 
men go further afield, and each morn- 
ing and night perferm their tedious 
pilgrimage to and from the scene of 
their busy labors. There can be no 
doubt that constant railway traveling 
of this kind is calculated, sooner or 
later, to play havoc with the soundest 
constitution. While it is. of course, 
impossible to lay down any exact rule, 
it may be stated generally that no such 
daily railway journey should be much 
over an hour in length, a space of time 
that is far more than enough to carry 
the citizen into pure air and the most 
Sylvan of scenery. Think of the rat- 
tle, the dust, the draughts, the bad 
lighting, the extremes of temperatures, 
the jolting, the constrained attitudes, 
the dragegle-tailed discomfort of the 
average railway carriage to a man al- 
ready exhausted with mental worries, 
especially if he has slept badly and 
scamped his meals. Let the country- 
dwelling citizen get his physician to 
make a note of the state of his nervous 
system and keep the record at hand for 
future reference. As every medical 
man of any experience can testify, the 
attempt to burn a candle at both ends, 
one in the city and the other fifty or a 
hundred miles away at the seaside, has 
cut off many a valuable life in the 
flower of its maturing manhood. —

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~ BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Following are a few extracts from 
the annual report of the board of 
health, read before the city council last 
evening: 

The board of health respectfully 
recommend (1) That a sewer be imme- 
diately constructed on E. Congress St., 
from River st. to Prospect ave., and 
that the board of education be request- 
ed to take immediate steps to connect 
the Fifth ward school building. This 
action was urged as ‘being necessary 
to the health and best interests of the 
pupils of said school, as the water cles- 
ets connected therewith were in a filthy 
ccndition and the board justly regards 
them as a constant menace tc the pub- 
lic health; (2) That greater care should 
be exercised by the occupants of stores, 
business places and dwellings in keep- 
ing their premises and grounds in the 
rear as well as in the front in good san- 


| itary condition, and thus guard against 


the outbreak and spread of serious ana 
malignant diseases. On May 2ist a 
communication, signed by the presideni 
and secretary of the board, was ad- 
dressed to your honorable body, calling 
attention to the necessity fur sewer 
eonnection “with the Fifth ward school 
building and requesting that proper 
measures be promptly instituted to pro- 
tect: and conserve the vital interests 
not only of the children of the public 
schools, but the entire population of the 
city as well. The board deeply regrets 
that no action has as yet been taken 
by the council looking toward the ac- 
complishment of these much needed im- 
provements. A communication was also 
addressed to the board of education, 
calling attention to the filthy condition 
of the water closets connected with the 
Fifth ward school building and earnest- 
ly requested them to take immediate 
steps to cause them to be cleared and 
put in proper condition. This request 
was acted upon immediately, and the 
closets were put in as good condition as 
possible, but they are still unfit for use 
and should be discontinued at the earli- 
est practicable moment. 

The number of deaths in Ypsilanti 
from Jan. 1 to April 30, 1898, was 35, 
which gives a monthly average of 834. 
The number of deaths from May 1 to 
Dec. 31, 1898, was 54, an average of 6% 
per month. Total number of deaths 
during year was 89. 

The number of deaths pər year. (es- 
timating the population of the city at 
7,000) was 12 5-7, or a trifle more than 
114 per cent. The causes of death were: 
Paralysis, 16; heart disease, 12; con- 
sumption, 7; cancer, 6; old age, 6; men- 
ingitis, 4; cysiiis, 3; pneumonia, 3; gas- 
tris, 2; peritonitis, 2; Bright’s disease, 2; 
dropsy, 2; debility, 2; cholera infantum, 
2; still born, 2; one each from scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, inflammation of 
bowels, influenza, nervous exhaustion, 
scald, child birth, fracture of skull, ab- 
cess of lungs, diabetes, distention of 
stomach, drowning, bronchitis, cirrhosis

THE NORMAL GY wNASIUM 


Is now open to the citizens of Ypsi- 
lanti on Monday and Thursday even- 
ings of each week from 7 to 10 o’clock. 

Ever since the gymnasium was built 
it has been the desire of many Ypsilan- 
tians to have the use of it for exercise, 
but more especially for its excellent 
baths. Only recently, however, has the 
favor been asked and the public grant- 
ed this permission. 

This privilege has not been taken ad- 
vantage of by many, and doubtless 
there is reason for it. The fact is not 
generally known, and also the evenings 
on which the gymnasium has been open 
have been irregular, and consequently 
no regular, systematic work could be 
carried on; however, the attendance 
has been good, varying from fifteen to 
thirty-five each time. 

Beginning on Thursday evening, Jan. 
19, Dr. Britton will be at the gymnasi- 
um and give every man who wishes a 
physical examination, showing his phy- 
sical condition and the line of training 
he needs to build up weak or undevel- 
oped parts of the body. The individual 
will then be assigned certain exercise 
on some or more pieces of apparatus, to 
be practiced 15 minutes or more each 
evening as he finds himseif capable. A 
competent man is in charge, giving di- 
rection as the work proceeds, so that 
there is regular systematic training 
throughout. The examinations begin at 
8 o’clock, and a limited number will be 
given each evening until all have had 
one,

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YOUNG AND MODEST ARTISTS. 


They Model Cieverly but Try to Avoid 
Publicity. 

There is a small body of small ar- 
tists in Chicago who have lately come 
to notice at the Art institute through 
an exhibition of their works. The 
young artists are boys, the eldest but 
14 and the youngest not yet 9 years 
old. They have organized into a club, 
which they call the Michael Angelo 
Artists’ club, have obtained a charter, 
elected a president and meet every 
evening at the home of one of the 
members to study and improve as best 
they may, without the help and knowl- 
adge of one who has received instruc- 
tion in the art. The boys are mostly 
foreigners and come from the Maxwell 
street district. The president is the 
aldest and his is the only name the 
boys care to give. He is Fred Hanley 
and works down town all day in a shop. 
Some of the work done by the boys 
has met with high praise from \)irector 
French and others for the originality 
of method as well as for the work 
itself. They gather up the lids of tin 
cans of all sizes and fill them with 
soft plaster and while it is still soft 
carve fanciful designs on it with a 
knife or stick. When it has hardened 
it is stained and varnished and pre- 
sents a very pretty appearance.

Heavy Exactions on a Railroad Official 
at Peking. 

A curious instance, and by no means 
a flattering one, of Chinese methods 
of government has just been supplied 
by the arrival of Sheng Taotai from 
Shanghai, says a Pekin dispatch to the 
St. James Gazette. This gentleman 
holds several important posts, and 
among others has the appointment of 
director of railways. He is also the 
administrator of the Chinese tele- 
graphs and has an excellent reputa- 
tion among foreigners for his toler- 
ance and open-mindedness. Recently 
he was called here by command of 
the emperor to confer about the sev- 
eral reforms which his majesty was 
so eager to adopt. The chief officials 
of Pekin hailed his advent with de- 
light, as it at last gave them the op- 
portunity of a “squeeze,” which had 
been quite impossib’'e while Sheng was 
so far distant from Shanghai. The 
modus operandi is quite a usual and 
an every-day one and deserves notice. 
The gates of Pekin are farmed out to 
high officials, chiefiy princes of royal 
blood. All merchandise is examined 
and is passed on payment of.a small 
tax. But when an official like Sheng 
comes in, from whom they are desir- 
ous of exacting a good round sum, 
the procedure is altered. In this par- 
ticular case Sheng was given to un- 
derstand that contraband articles 
would be found in his luggage unless 
he satisfied the farmers of the gate. 


Sheng did not even attempt to dispute 
or haggle, but resignedly asked» what 
amount was required. The answer 
was 30,000 taels. This was paid or 


promised, and Sheng proceeded on his 


journey, probably glad at having got 
off so cheaply. But against all prece- 
dent and custom, he was stopped at 
the inner gate, and did not get off un- 
der 20,000 taels. So altogether this 
unfortunate official, called to the capi- 
tal by the emperor’s order, had to pay 
over $6,350 before he was allowed to 
go to his duties. 


The Sawfish. 
More energetic than any other sharks 
are the sawfish, whose snouts are pro- 
longed into a broad blade of cartilage, 
which is horizontal when the fish is 
swimming in a normal position and has 
both its edges set with slightly curved 
teeth about an inch apart.

This privilege has not been taken ad- 
vantage of by many, and doubtless 
there is reason for it. The fact is not 
generally known, and also the evenings 
on which the gymnasium has been open 
have been irregular, and consequently 
no regular, systematic work could be 
carried on; however, the attendance 
has been good, varying from fifteen to 
thirty-five each time. 

Beginning on Thursday evening, Jan. 
19, Dr. Britton will be at the gymnasi- 
um and give every man who wishes a 
physical examination, showing his phy- 
sical condition and the line of training 
he needs to build up weak or undevel- 
oped parts of the body. The individual 
will then be assigned certain exercise 
on some or more pieces of apparatus, to 
be practiced 15 minutes or more each 
evening as he finds himself capable. A 
competent man is in charge, giving di- 
rection as the work proceeds, so that 
there is regular systematic training 
throughout. The examinations begin at 
8 o’clock, and a limited number will be 
given each evening until all have had 
one. 

A regular class will be formed for 
floor work or general calisthenics, to 
meet at about 8:30 for 20 minutes of ex- 
ercise with dumb-bells, wands or Indian 
clubs.. This work will be suitable for 
a child of 15 or a man of 40 years of 
age. 

Two basket ball teams have ‘been 
formed and there should be more. We 
have-had offers for games from Detroit, 
Toledo and the state colleges, and there 
is no reason why Ypsilanti should not 
have a basket ball team capable of 


winning from any team in the state. 
The teams already organized play splen- 
did ball. 

The fee for the course is $2.50 for four 
months—January, February, March and 
April—payable in advance or ten cents 
per night. The examination and baths 
alone are worth this amount. 

If citizens support this enterprise and 
show by membership or attendance that 
they value this privilege, there is no 
doubt but that the Normal gymnasium 
will be open to them every year.

CHINESE BLACKMAILING.,. 


Heavy Exactions on a Railroad Officias 
at Peking. 

A curious instance, and by no means 
a flattering one, of Chinese methods 
of government has just been supplied 
by the arrival of Sheng Taotai from 
Shanghai, says a Pekin dispatch to the 
St. James Gazette. This gentleman 
holds several important posts, and 
among others has the appointment of 
director of railways. He is also the 
administrator of the Chinese tele- 
graphs and has an excellent reputa- 
tion among foreigners for his toler- 
ance and open-mindedness. Recently 
he was called here by command of 
the emperor to confer about the sev- 
eral reforms which his majesty was 
so eager to adopt. The chief officials 
of Pekin hailed his advent with de- 
light, as it at last gave them the op- 
portunity of a “squeeze,” which had 
been quite impossib’'e while Sheng was 
so far distant from Shanghai. The 
modus operandi is quite a usual and 
an every-day one and deserves notice. 
The gates of Pekin are farmed out to 
high officials, chiefiy princes of royal 
blood. All merchandise is examined 
and is passed on payment of.a small 
tax. But when an official like Sheng 
comes in, from whom they are desir- 
ous of exacting a good round sum, 
the procedure is altered. In this par- 
ticular case Sheng was given to un- 
derstand that contraband 
would be found in his luggage unless 
he satisfied the farmers of the gate. 
I believe I am correct in saying that 
Sheng did not even attempt to dispute 
or haggle, but resignedly asked- what 
amount was required. The answer 
was 30,000 taels. This was paid or 
promised, and Sheng proceeded on his 
journey, probably glad at having got 
off so cheaply. But against ali prece- 
dent and custom, he was stopped at 
the inner gate, and did not get off un- 
der 20,000 taels. So altogether this 
unfortunate official, called to the capi- 
tal by the emperor’s order, had to pay 
over $6,350 before he was allowed to 
go to his duties. 


The Sawfish. 

More energetic than any other sharks 
are the sawfish, whose snouts are pro- 
longed into a broad blade of cartilage, 
which is horizontal when the fish is 
swimming in a normal position and has 
both its edges set with slightly curved 
teeth about an inch apart. The end of 
this formidable-looking weapon is 
blunt and comparatively soft, so that it 
is quite incapable of the feats popu- 
larly attributed to it of piercing 
whale’s bodies, ships’ timbers, etc. It 
attacks other fish by a swift lateral 
thrust of the saw beneath them, the 
keen edge disemboweling them. Then 
it feeds upon the soft entrails, which 
are apparently the only food it can eat 
from the peculiar shape of its mouth. 
It has an enormous number of small 
teeth, sometimes as many as fifty rows 
in one individual but they are evident- 
ly unfit for the rough duties required 
of their teeth by the garbage-eating 
members of the family.—The National 
Review.
